Droderick, of Col., saying ironically that, as hi.- 
name would be called’ before that of his colleague, 
he was desirous of knowing whether Mr. Gwiu 
approved of the bill «* it now stood, »o that he 
(ilr. Droderick) might vote against it.

Mr. Letcher, of Va , wished to know the objee- 
t.ons which the gentlemen have ti th? bill. fi 
they desire to strikeout the appropriation for for 
eign ministers, let this fact be distinctly stated 
so it might be known what shape the bill should 
assunip; a? it war, they were groping i.i th* dark. 
Some bill similar to this vs ill have to be passed, 
and they should, therefore, make provision for 
the foreign minions and consulships now. 

Mr. Nichols, of Ohio, as Mr. Letcher had up 
pealed to his side of the house as the opposition I 
party, a-ked who has the power here ana are re- 
sponsible for carrying out the President’s reeom 
mendations? Mr. Letcher said it would puzzle a 
Philadelphia lawyer to tell who has that power. 
Laughter. As laras Lecomptou und other ques- 
tions ure concerned, he had ascertained that there 
was not an Administration majority —he did not 
know how the majority was made up. The ses- 
sion was drawing to a close; we must now pass 
bills necessary to keep the Government in opera 
tion or be railed together iu extra session. Mr. 
Nichols said it seemed to be the sense of the 
gentlemen on the Republican side that, if they 
were allowed to vote on certain amendments, sucL 
as striking out the mission to Paris, the bill could 
be saved. 

Mr. Letcher replied that he could not give them 
such an opportunity; he had understood the 
speaker to say that the propositions in connection 
with the bill were presented iu the only shape in 
which they could be voted on. If there was more 
consultation there would be less difficulty, and 
they could arrive ut r. sensible conclusion. 

Mr. Nichols said that was the very point. 

Mr. Letcher asked Mr. Jones, of Tenn., who had 
voted against ihe bill, how many missions thev 
wanted stricken out? 

Mr. Jones replied: Persia and Japan. 

Mr. Gidding< said that this was an appropriit J 
tion bill, and that hU vote would dcppnd ou Mr 
Letcher’s answer to the question, whether th* i 
committee ot Ways and Meant intend to report 
the kill appropriating thirty millions dollars for 
the purchase of Cuba. If »’o, he would stop tin 
Administration where it is. 

Mr. Letcher replied that such a bill had ema 
uated from the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. Giddings repeated his previous remarks.— I 
He would take no step in that direction. 

The Speaker reminded the geutlcman from Ohi- 
of the irrelevancy of the Cuban question at thi- 
time. 

Mr. Hughes, of led , said if they hud noticed 
his objection to Mr. Giddmgs’ question, this mat 
ter would not have come bslore the House. 

The Speaker said he did not hear the gentleman 
from Indiana object. 

Mr. Hughes replied that he could not help that 
The Speaker — I hope the gentleman did not in- 
tend to Ijc rude to the chair. 

Mr. Hughes — No, but il I had I should only 
have been paying off un old deb*. 

The Speaker — If the gentleman from Indiana 
has any personal quarrel with the chair, the House 
is no p’lace to settle it. 

Mr. Hughes— I kuow (hat, and say the same to 
the Speaktr. 

This colloquy occasioned considerable sensation 
Mr. Stanton, of Ohio, understood that the vote 
on the Republican side against the bill was on the 
ground of the diplomatic expenses being largely 
increased over last year; four or five unnecessary 
missions have been added; there would be n r * vote 
by Republicans for the bill if there were in it pro- 
visions which were exceptionable to them. 

Mr. Phelps, of Mo., briefly allowed that there 
was no ground for complaint, and in support ot 
this assertion referred to the previous proceed- 
ings. 

Suggestions were made by Messrs. Hopkins, 
Howard, and Ritchie, and the Speaker, with the 
view of relieving the House from 4»fliculty and re- 
opening the bill for amendment. 

Mr. Crawford, cf Ga , stated bis objection to the 
clause in reference to the slave trade; he wanted 
to put iu a separate bill, and repeated some ex- 
pressions of opposition to educating the Africans 
of the slaver Echo. 

After further debate the vote by which the bill 
was rejected was reconsidered. 

A motion to strike out the appropriation for the 
Austrian mission was disagreed to — veas 71, nays 
120. 

Motions to strike out the appropriation for the 
mission to Switzerland, Rome, and Duenos Ayres, 
were severally negatived. The mission to Persia 
was stricken out. The House again voted on the 
bill nDd again rejected it — Yeas 91, nays 94. 

Mr. Washburne, of III., moved to reconsider the 
vote to lay the resolution on the table, pending 
which Mr. Hughes wished to say that he regretted 
having made a remark to-day which seemed dis- 
courteous to the chair, and took pleasure in ma- 
king this statement. The speaker responded to 
Mr. Hughes, expressing himself exceedingly grat- 
ified at the disclaimer, and said be had uo purpose

Naw Orlxaas, Jau. 2b. — The Lulled States 
mail steamship Tennessee, from Vera Cruz on the j 
24 tb, has arrived. Among her passenger» are 
Gen. Triaz and Admiral Zerman. 

The Spanish fleet left Sacrificio ou the 20th for 
Havana. The French and English fleets were still 
at Sacnticio. 

The Vera Cruz Progresso quotes a rumor that 
an American war vessel had threatened to block- 
ade and bombard Mazatlau for the confiscating of 
a car,-o of an American merchantman by order of 
the Church party. 

Mexico, Jau. 19. — The Pcnsamiento, Miramoti’s 
organ ut Guadalajara, states that Miruraou would 
not accept the Presidency, nor favor Robles, but 
adhered to Zuloaga's plan. Miramon was march- 
ing on the capital. Degallado was at Morelia. — 
Miramon had ordered a forced loan to be made at 
Guadalajara, including foreigners, who paid un- 
der a threat of expulsion. 

The press in the capital states that the French 
and English ministers had notified the Govern- 
ment that, unless a million of dollars was paid to 
satisfy the claims of their subjects within six 
days, their fleets would take possession of Vera 
Cruz. The Tampico statement is discredited.
